NEW ‘YORK, February 26.—The Post says: 
W here the rates for call loans to stock brokers 
were yéasterday 1}s tol per cent, plus 6 per 
cent per Annum, they began this morning at 
ss Of INper cent plus, 6 per cent, 
and as we write it is plain 6 per 
cent on United States bonds to be paid, and 
6 per cent, plus 1-16, on good stock. Col- 
lateral time loans and mercantile paper are 
nominal. The weekly statement of the New 
York banks is of course unfavorable, but much 
less sO thanexpected. There have thus far 


to-day been no deposits at the 
Sub-Treasury by the national 
banks to give up note circulation. The 


amount collected on deposits made yesterday 
of checks is $679,500. t looks as if the de- 
posing of money for this purpose had 
inally ceased. 

The stringency of the money market is 
drawing money here not only 
from London but considerable 
amounts Are said to be on the way from Mon- 
treal and neighboring cities, like Boston and 
Philadelphia. The indications are now that 
the crisis has been passed so far as the money 


market is concerned. The United States 
Treasury was debtor at the Clear- 
ing House this morning in 
the sum of $3,192,000, which means 


that the sub-treasury on yesterday’s tran- 
sactions paid out this sumin excess of what 
ittookin. Moreover, Secretary Sherman au- 
thorized the assistant treasurer to pay par 
and accrued interest forrany of the $25,000,000 
bonds included in the one hundred and first 
call. Until to-day the money for 
these bonds could me * jbe 
obtained by sending them to Washington, 
and submitting to the tedious delay which 
that jougney inyolves. To-day’s order of the 
Sécretary therefor puts the Treasury: in the 
market as a buyer at par and accrued interest 
of $35,000,000 bonds, of which $10,000,000 are 
uncalled ‘and $25,000,000 called. It may 
be these bonds will come 
in slowly, they being scattered widely, but 
witbin a comparatively short time it is a rea- 
sonable calculation the Treasury will have 
paid out as much money as the banks have 
paid into the Treasury since tho Senate passed 
the refunding Dill. The chances now are 


said to be against the enact- 
ment of the refunding bill. 
If the bill should for any reason fail to be- 


come a law, then the banks which have = 
up note circulation will probably immediate- 
ly take it out again and affairs return tothe 


condition which existed before the 
Congressional raid on the banks 
was begun. The Treasury would then con- 


tinue to invest its surplus revenues in bonds, 
and the Treasury influence therefore would 
bein favor of easy money. If the bill be- 
comes alaw, then the banks can no longer, 


from the day of its enactment, 
give up note circulation, and 
the contraction resulting therefrom 


would be impossible. In addition the Treas- 
urv would have the right to invest $50,000,000 
of its coin balanee in maturing 5 and 6 per 
cent bonds. This again would make the loan 
market easy. The collapse of speculation at 
the Stock Exchange during the week must 
have reduced the prices so that it takes prob- 
able $100,000,000 less to, carry the Stock Ex- 
change securities than it did a week ago. 
Looking the whole situation, over the conclu- 
sion is therefore forced that 
within a few days we shall have 
an easier money market than we would have 
had if Congress had not. raided the banks and 
broken down the stock exchange markets. 
The blow given to stock exchange speculation 
during the week must be regarded by all en- 
gaged in legitimate non-speculative busi- 
ness as wholesome in its in- 
fluence for the reason that 
it will leave more money and creditjfor those 
outside the circle of speculation.

but from Carey’s translation of the Pazdo, 
§ 128, where Socrates is made by Plato to say: 
“The soul, therefore, Cebes, is most certainly 
immortal and imperishable, and our souls will 
really exist in ‘Hades.’ ” My allusion to 
Socrates wus made notas a qu otation,but as a 
judgment formed from reading the writings of 
Xenophon and Plato, and if 
my friend will earefully read 
the Memorabilia of Xenophon, the 
“Phado, “the Apology of Socrates’? and the 
‘‘Phedeus” of Plato, he will see that itis not 
an ill-formed iudgment. 

The main subject of the “Phxdo” is that of 
the soul’s immortality, which, as Prof. Carey 
suys, Socrates takes upon himself to prove 
with as much certainty asit is possible for 
the human mind, unaided by revelation, to 
arrive at. His reasoning is not conclusive, 
and to hisown mind lacks certainty. It is 
based upon conjecture, for he himself says 
that he has no sure knowledge concerning 
“Hlades.’’ ‘“*Ilt appears,’’ he says, § 130, ‘‘to 
have many diversions and windings; and this I 
conjecture from our religious and funeral 
rites.”? 

Prof. John Stuart Blackie,in his ‘*Four 
Phases of Morals,’’ p. p. 219-223, gives us the 
opinion of the best scholars, when he writes: 
“The belief inimmortality was held so loosely 
by the mass of the Greek people that it may 
rather be described as dim imagination than 
asa definite conviction. * * * * And as 
for the philosophers, it was Socrates only and 
Plato who in their teaching gave any special 
emphasis tothe doctrine of the iminortaiity 
of the soul; and no man who has read the 
most familiar accounts of the defense which 
the former delivered tothe jury at his trial, 
or of his last moments as reported by 
Plato’ in the Phaedo, can have 
carried off the impression that the great faith* 
of mora] philosophy taught that doctrine with 
any dogmatic decision or certainty. e must 
say, therefore, with Dr. Paley, that it was the 
Gospel and the Gospel alone, which ‘brought 
life and immortality tolight’ * * * What 
Socrates contemplated calmly as a probable 
contingency, St. Paul and the early Christians 
gloried in asa grand culmination and a tri- 
umphant result.’’ 

The language of Socrates inthe Apology, 
§ 32, contirms this conclusion. ‘‘We may con- 
clude,” he says, “‘that there is great hope 
that death is a blessing. For to di 
is one oftwo things; for either the 
dead may be annihilated and have no sensa- 
tion of anything whatever: or, as it is said, 
there is @# certain passage of the soul from one 
place to another. And if it is a privation of 
ail sensation, as it were a sleepin which the 
sleeper has no dream, death would be a won- 
derful gain.”? And he closes, § 33, ‘‘But 
it is now time to depart—for me to die, for 
you to live. But which of us is goingtoa 
etter state is unknown to every one but 
God.’’ Céntrast this language of uncertainty 
with the detinite conviction of St. Paul: “For 
l am now ready to be offered, and 
the time of my departure  is_ at 
hand. I have fought a good fight, I 
have finished my course,I have kept the faith; 
henceforth there is laid up for me a crown of 
righteousness, which the Lord, the righteous 
judge, shall give at that day; and notto me 
only, but unto aj] them also that love his ap- 
pearing.’’ (2 Timothy, 4-6-8.)

had been prompted by theirvanity. * * *

A few 
days ago it was the settled conviction among 
the New York friends of the incoming admin- 
istration that Senator Conkliug had not only 
beenjinvited to name the Cabinet Minister 
from New York, but that he had determined 
upon Levi l’. Morton for the Treasury De- 
partment. The friends of the incoming Secre- 
retary of State were certain Conkling would 
not be invited to Mentor, and that if he was 
he could not have the naming of the Secretary 


of the Treasury. They reasoned that if the 
Senator from New York could not have this, 


he would not go to Mentor at all, 
and if he did not co there 
would exista breach. There would be no 


representation of the majority element in the 
Republican party of New York in the Cabinet. 
The excuse and the opportunity would be had 
io secure the selection of 
AN ANTI-CONKLING MAN 
or one, Whe though he might be classed as 
stalwart, would by his past acts and future 
yurposes be distasteful to Conkling and his 
iends. Furthermore it seemed to be vener- 
ally accepted before Conkling went to Mentor 
thatthe Treasury portfolio would go West.

opinion that the power of granting 


the special licenses referred to should be 
placed in other hands. We therefore recom- 
mend that the passing upon applications for 
licenses for pawnbrokers, junk shops, intelli- 
gence offices, theaters and dramshops be left 
entirely in the ban@s ofthe Board of Poiice 
Commissioners, as they are not elective offi- 
cers, and are best able, withthe machinery of 
the Police department, to know both as to 
localities and individuals,whetber or not such 
licenses should be granted. 

We further recommend that the 
amount payable for dramshop licenses be 
materially increased,as suchincrease, the Col- 
lector states] would in no wise diminish the 
revenue, but would, in all probability, consid- 
erabiy reduce the number of dramshops, and 
thus, toalarge degree, diminish the crimes 
that originate in such places, while such ac- 
tion would also reduce the necessary police 
surveillance. Wetind further that there is a 
large number of what zre Known as second- 
hand clothing stores, some of which 
are the receptacles of stolen goods of all kinds, 
andthatsnch places are operated without 
special licenses and are thus placed beyond 
police control. It is to such places that thieves 
firsttake their stolen property, where they 
' receive perhaps a quarter ofits value, no at- 
tempt being made by the proprietor to restore 
the goods until alarge reward is offered and 
such price demanded as will en- 
able the proprietor to make a 
suitable **divide” with others. We strongly 
recommend that such second-hand stores be 
compelled to take out licenses similar to those 
granted to pawnbrokers, whoare required. 
by-|law to keep a register ofall goods. re- 
ceived and purchased by them, and to hold 
such register subject at any time to an in- 
spection of the officers of the law. 

Thegpower of revoking for cause should also 
be given tothe authorities granting the li- 
cense, With the understanding that the 
amount paid forthe unexpired term of the 
license be refunded to the licensee. 

SABBATH BREAKING. 

We have received various communications 
fromthe pastors of the leading chnrches, 
and many of our most prominent 
citizens,in Which we have been strongly urged 
to investigate what are represented by the 

etitioners to be a flagrant violation of the 

aw in respect to the Sabbath, and more espe- 
cially with reference to the opening ofall the 
theaters onthat dayin this city, We need 
hardly say that we have as far as practicable 
thoroughly investigated the matter, and re- 
yretto have to add thatthe statute law at 
present in force is too general to admit of such 
responses as will be satisfactory to the 
petitioners referred to. There is no special 
law applicable to the theater as such, and the 
only law undcr which they could be attacked 
is as follows: 

SABBATH BREAKING. 

“Every person who shall either laboy himself 
or compe) or permit his apprentice or servant, 
or any other person under his charge or con- 
trol, to labor or perform any work other than 
the housebold offices of daily necessity, or 
other works of necessity charity, 
or shall be cuilty of hunting 
yame or shooting upon the first dav of the 
week, commonly called Sunday, shall be guil- 
tv of a misdemeanor, and jflined not excecding 
30.” 

The law as above stated makes no discrim- 
ination, and does distinctly open the door to 
wide and honest difference of opinion as to 
What are not works of necessity. AS 
publie Ineetings have recently been 
called and held with respect to these matters, 
we have merely to suggest that temperate 
speech, respectful remonstrance and charita- 
ble action will accomplish more thn legal pro- 
cecdings or the introduction of religion into 
politics. 

There is, however, a class of theaters which, 


oT 


we think, may be  resched by exist- 
ing municipal laws which may be 


found on pages 487 and 492 of the revised or- 
dinances of the city of St. Louis, where it is 
declared: Sec. 11. Any person who shall on 
Sunday disturb the peace by any noisy, riot- 
ous or disorderly conduct, in any street or 
other public place, or in any place for public 
amusement or other purposes, shall be deem- 
ed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon convic- 
tion thereof be fined not less than five nor 
more than fifty dollars. 
This ordinance distinctly covers the case of 
the low theatres known as the Alhambra, the 
Comique,the Globe, the Canterbury, the 
Crystal Palace and one or two others well 
known to the police. The 
Mayor and the Board of Police 
Commissioners have in our opinion abundant 
authority and cause for suppressing these 
places not only on Sunday, but on every other 
night of the week, and upon them we 
direftly place the responsibility of their ex- 
istence. 

GAMBLING. 
This matter to which our attention was also 
especially directed has been by us thoroughly 
investigated, and we find that it hasjprevailed 
very extensively and “has been wholly nnre- 
strained,” and that the fault is not altogether 
with the law, but the law officers who have 
been unexcusably neglectful in administratin 
It is officially admitted by the late Boar 


it. 
of Police Commissioners that on January 13 
there was no less than sixteen gambling 


houses and over fifty lottery offices in active 
operation in asingle police district of this city, 
the names ofthe proprietors and the locations 
of the offices being given in detail. 

Gambling as carried on by professionals in 
this city is simply robbery, and as long as it is 
made, as at present, a misdemeanor, punisha- 
ble only by fine, instead of felony aad penis 
able by imprisonment, so sure will it continue 
to exist and flourish. Under existing laws the 


gambler is (ocgasionally) arrested, 
prosecution enteréd, case called 
and usually continued: While 


the witnesses disappear and the city eventu- 
ally pays the costs,unless, in its discretion,the 
court allows the defendant to plead guilty in 
a of a moderate fine, which, if paid, 
is imine diately recovered from his victims by 
the gambler, who at once resumes operations. 
As long as the penalty is merely a fine the law 
will be detied, the risk assumed, and _ bribery 
and corruption follow; but with imprison- 
went made possible, the gambler will hesi- 
late, and there will be less minor tempta- 
tions for officers to violate the law. 

We hold that owners and agents of houses 
occupied by gamblers should be subject, after 
cue notice, to the same penalties, and we 
regret that our investigations in this direction 
have been unavoidably limited by the time at 
our disposal. 

A list of owners, agents and lessors is being 


prepared by the Board of Police 
Commissioners and we trust our 
successors { will give it -due attention, 


as they will there discover many familiar 
naumes,the publication of which would be but 
a mild punishment forthe offense against law 
and order thus committed. 

Lottery dealers and agents and the owners 
and agents of buildings occupied by them are 
equally guilty, and we would apply the same 
laws to them under dne notice that we 
recommend in the case of the . gambler. 
Fraud,bribery andfcorruption exist in many 
directions, but we have been able to find out 
but few indictments because of the absence 
beyond our enews ear =, (an absencecaused,we 
suspect, by interested motives) of important 
witnesses.

As j[there 
is no provision for the safe keeping of 
the most important documents in 
either the Grand Jury room or 
office of the Circuit Attorney. we strongly 
recommend thata suitable sufe be at once 


provided by the city. 
WORK-HOUSE AND JAIL. 

We have visited these places and find them 
in order, but we strongly protest against the 
custom which has prevailed of allowing any 
guard to sell supplies of various Kinds to in- 
mates of the jail, as such practiceis, in our 
opinion, incompatible with good order and 
discipline. 

IIOUSE OF REFUGE. 

We have found this institution in most ex- 
cellent condition, and we earnestly request 
the municipal authorities to apply 
the proceeds of the }5V0,000 bonds, which were 
issued and sold six years ago forthat purpose, 
to the erection of suitable buildings which will 
enable the separation of the two classes of in- 


mates of the House of efuge. 
The orphans, waifs, ete., those children 


who have oeen sent tothe house for want of 
parents or a home, are at present compelled 


to intermingle with thieves and 
other wicked children who have 
been sent to the institution on account 


of their depravity, and whoare working the 
ruin of some of those more innocent children. 
These associations are more liable to do 
harm in the female department. This evil 
is one Which has been discussed several times, 
and the only remedy seems to be the separa- 
tion of the two classes: but, without new 
buildings, the prosecution of this and other 
improvements Is utterly impossible. 

In regard to the employment of the inmates 
it should not be overlooked that the Refuge 
is neither a Work-house nor a VPoor-house, 
but a refuge to receive children, and to pro- 
vide for the same and to educate themto be- 
come useful members of society. 

The employment of boys and girls should 


therefore be selected without regard 
to form, but With intent to teach 


the inmates some trade, such as printing, 
baking, etc., in Which they can become self- 


sustaining after leaving the institution. The 
girls are at present occupied 
with sewing and washing, but the 


boys are taught only one trade, the making of 
boots end shoes by machinery. 
Although _ this employment is like- 
ly to prove an advantage to the 
bovs. Inthe future there is a great need of 
civersity of employment. Some of the boys 
have a natural taste for certain work which, 
if developed, might become very useful to 
them, whereas their present occupation be- 
ing distastefulto some of themis hard to 


levrn and is dependent on machinery. 


We, therefore,repeat our requeet that the 


money Which has remained idie inthe city 
treasury be now applied for the use 
for which it was intended—that is, 
the erection of buildings With a 
view to wparating the different 


classes Of inmates of the House of Refuge. 
We have disposed of over 125 criminal cases 
during our session, and having concluded our 
labors we now respectfully request to be dis- 
charged.

During the Week; 


During the week, ending at noon to-day,

On the morning of the 15th of January, 1764 
(just 117 years ago), a little company of 
trenebmen, led by Col. Auguste Chouteau 
janded on the solitary banks cf the Mississipp 
slew miles below the entrance of the Mus- 
sourl, and began the foundations of a new 
seithiment. This new town was named St. 
Louis, in honor of Louis XV., King of France. 
Yhe first log cabins were erected on the spot 
now oecupied by Barnum’s Hotel and the 
Merchants’ OS lagi At the very time the 
French adventurers were clearing the ground 
for their new settlement, all the land west of 
the Mississippi was claimed by the Spanish 
crown. But for six years the French colony 
held out xgainst Spanish rule. In 1770 the 
Spaniards took possession of the country, and 
the French were compelled with regret and 
tears to pull down the “Lillied flag” and sub- 
mit to the power of Spain. 

Of the scenes duringthe Spanish adminis- 
tration, when landwas sold at a gallon of 
whisky an acre and Indian squaws dug cellars 
fora few beads and trinkets—of the more 
than one bloody Indian massacre—of the va- 
rious Vicissitudes of the settlement as it fell 
aguin into the hands of the French—of the 
fate of the village during the revolutionary 
war—of the desperate experiences with “river 
pirates”—of the floods and fires—and of the 
linaltransfer of the place from the French 
flag to the stars and stripes—of all these I have 
no need to write, for are they not all written 
in the **book of chronicles’’ of theearly his- 
ng be) this great metropolis of the Mississip- 
pi Valley? 

When. in 1804, the United States assumed 
wuthority in the territory west of the Missis- 
sippi, St. Louis was a 
contaming about 180 houses of log or stone. 
The first brick house was erected in 1813. In 
the year 1811 came the battle of Tippecanoe 
and “the great eaythquake.’’ In the 
place was incorporated asa town,and in 1822 
it received a city charter. When, in 1825, 
Gen. Lafayette visited St. Louis, he was 
erected by 5,000 enthusiastic inba)itants, and 

1is namie Now graces one of the parks. The 
first steamboat arrived in is!7; now 3,009 
steamboat arrivals are reported every twelve 
months. The first locomotive entered the 
city in 182; now 200 daily trains on near a 
score of different railroads arrive and depart. 

A century ayo St. Louis was a smalltrading 
post for merchants; now it is one of the 
creat cities of a great nation. A city with its 
srand avenues and commercial temples, its 
<rowded levee and immense grain elevators, 
its public parks and gardens, coveriug 17,00) 
acres, its public libraries coytainint; 105,500 
yolumes, its United States arsenal and army 
headquarters, its scores of asvlums and hospi- 
auls, and its 150 churches. It has a river front 
of 12 miles and extends back from the banks 
of the Mississippi three or four miles. Along 
its 600 streets are 225 miles of macadamized 
road and 40 miles of Nicholson pavements. 
More than a dozen lines of street railways 
afford easy intercommunication between differ- 
ent points; one of these lines, running from 
the northern to the southern li.aits, is 12 miles 
long, From being the fourth city in popula- 
tion in 1870, itis compelled by the late consus 
to take the sixth place in our Union, and vet 
the increase during the 10 years has been 
nearly 40,000, 

St. Louis lacks the rush and ‘‘boom” of its 
treat rival, Chicago, but it is older and there- 
iore more quaint and dignified. The city on 
the great lake is more like bright and beauti- 
ful Paris, while the city onthe great river is 
more like old dingy London. As in most cities 
ofour world, crime abounds in St. Louis. 
Murders and robberies are frequent. Not 
long ago one ofthe dastors of the city was 
knocked down on one of the principal streets, 
and an attempt madeto rob him in broad day- 
light. Three thousand saloons are in full 
blast everv Sunday, and many places of busi- 
ness are open on the holy day. The theaters 
und other places of amusement give their en- 
tertainments on Sabbath evening as well as 
other daysin the week. The social life of St. 
Louis is an interesting study. All the Euro- 
peanraces seem to have met here. The old 
Spanish element is still to be seen, while in 
other families the French language is still 
spoken. The Germans compose full one- 
sixth of the population, w!. «there the Yan- 
kee and Southerner meet as on common 
ground. 

PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

The Court-house, in the heart of the city, 
is the oldest large public building in st. Louis. 
It Was commenced in 1826, but not entirely 
completed till 1862. It cost $1,250,000. = It is 
builtin the form of a Greek cross, and. with 
its immense iron dome, reminds once of St. 
Paul’s Cathedralin London. From the top 
ofthe dome we bada grand panoramic view 
of the city. The new Custom-house and 
Post-office, commenced in 1873, is approach- 
ing completion. It will be one of the finest 
buildings inthe United States. Great diffi- 
culty was foundin getting a good foundation 
for such a large building, owing to the pres- 
ence of quicksands. In this emergency 
it forest of yellow pine was driven 
by huge pile-drivers for thirty feet into the 
earth, and a solid bed of concrete four fect 
deep laid ureund the pile-heads. From this 
rock-like foundation the immense edifice, 236 
fect long and 191 feet wide, rosein its gran- 
deur. The City Hallisa large, plain three- 
story brick building in which the city fathers 
discuss their schemes. The Four Courts is a 
noted and imposing building, costing $1,00v,- 
000, and answering the combined purpose of a 
hall of justice, police headquarters and pris- 
on. But time fails to speak ofthe Chamber 
of Commerce, a grand edifice, completed a 
few years since at a cost of $2,000,000; the 
Mercantile Library Hall, filled with treasures 
of art and literature; the Insane Asylum,near 
‘Tower Grove Park; the Masonic Temple, sev- 
eral colleges, many fine public school build- 
ings, and last, though not least, the hotels, 
of which there are more than eighty in all. 

SHAW’S GARDEN. 

The pride of St. Louis is Shaw’s Garden,and 
no wonder, for it is without doubt the finest 
thing of the kind in American. Herey enclos- 
ed within a high massive stone wall, are 100 
acras, filled with innumerable and superb bo- 
tanical specimens. For twenty-four years 
Henry Shaw, the owner,has given his wealth 
intelligence and love, with the help of art and 


nature combined, to the creation of a realm of 7 


enchantment and beauty rarely seen on earth. 
On every hand are trees, shrubs, plants,fruits 
und flowers, from all lands and climes. 

So enchanting is this spot that one visitor 
said: “If I am only so fortunate as to get to 
heaven and find it to be a place no more beau- 
tiful than ‘Shaw’s Garden’ I shall be fully sat- 
istied.”” Another, a lady friend of ours, was 
80 enraptured with the place that she said ‘to 
the rich and happy, proprietor (who is a bach- 
elor), “I should like to spend the restof my 
days hera.’? But Mr. Shawdid not take the 


hint. 
THE FAIR GROUNDS. 

Another great attraction of St. Louis is the 
fair gounds, with their zoological gardens, 
and the greet annual fair held there every au- 
tumn. The grounds and gardens cover & 
acres. Inone part is an immense covered 
amphitheater. which will seat 25,000 people, 
alarger seating capacity than any other 
building inthe nation. Among the other 
buildings we noticed “machinery _ hall,’ 
‘farmer’ hall,’’ “horses,cow and shee 
stalls,’’ ‘*swine pens,’’ “textile fabric 
eall,”’ ‘floral hall,” “cotton parlors,’ 
‘press headquarters,” “president’s office,’’ 
‘art hall,” “old amphitheatre,’’.and **music 
stands,’’ The grounds are pleasantly ar- 
with drives, lawns, shade trees, min-

The “aviary” is a 
beautiful light and airy structure contain- 
ing many rare birds; besides the 
above, there are the buffalo quarters, 
deer parks, camel stalls, elephant house, lakes 
for water fowl, and great basins for the sea 
lions. But the greatest attraction is the 

monkey house.’? A large crowd is con- 
stantly thronging the building to watch the 
antics of their Darwinian ancestors. In the 
same cage with the ore was a little dog 
and a large cat. The dog barked fiercely, the 
monkeys scampered about, but the cat 
seemed ashamed of the company she was in. 
A COLORED MAN WITH A MARVELOUS MEMORY. 

W hile speaking of the marvels of St. Louis, 
let us mention one of a different kind. At the 
dining-room door of the Lindell Hotel stands 
u pleasant-appearing yg pte man by 
the name of James Allen. For several years 
he has taken charge of the hats of the guests 
while at their meals, often having the care of 
160 or 200 at once. As the people come from 
the dining-room he gives to each person the 
right hat, never making a mistake in the own- 
ership; and yet he gives no checks and has 
nothing to assist his memory. He says that 
cach hat he receives is so associated with the 
fucecof the owner that the moment he sees 
that face again he can tell which hat to get. 
He is twenty-four years of age, is unmarried, 
wes born of slave parents, and lives with a 
mother and sister.

‘*If it may please the Court, the prisoner at 
the bar is charged with aggravated and un- 
provoked assault upon my client; but in con- 
sequence of the i § FO ofthe statute of 1791 
oy the new general law of 18;5—an error, as 
your Honor wili remember, not noticed until 
after the negatory act had psssed both houses 
of the Legisiature and obtained the Gov- 
eryor’s siznatyre—there is no law covering 
this case. You Wi tind, however, in an act 
passed in 1843, and émutied, “an act to ag 
vent mock auctions and té sett: enicienc) 0 
the National Guards,’ a clause fayge® Second

section of the third amendment Wass" 
bears directly upon Lhis mattef. 
It has been held (Bown Vs. Bown, 


25, 75, Macuiness J.) that an assau!t upon the 
person of an alien is a misdemeanor. Though 
Abbott (in Blake vs. Snoogles, 40,11,44,.) held 
otherwise. In the act passed in 1855, entitled, 
‘An Actto withhold water franchises from 
the Union Ferry Company for ™ years,’ it 
was provided that where robbery follows 
assault, the power of the judge shall be dis- 


cretionary. But where thev are ce9-inci- 
dent, his power is restricted to: ‘A fine 
of $0, or more, or less, or six months’ 
imprisonment, or more, or less, or 


both, or neither.’ And we find that at com- 
mon law the same rule holds: Esto quod esse 
rideris. Ladmit thatin the present condition 
of the statute itis impossible to say whether 
an offense of this nature is, tecbuicallv, a mis- 
demeanor. However, it inust be clear that 
my client has lost his peanuts and is entitled 
to some redress.” 

Rvan’s counsel here arose: 

“If it may please the Court, this case turns 
on the old law of 1821, entitled, ‘An Act to 
empower the State Surveyor to sue for dam- 
aves sustained by reason of county ordi- 
nances.’ The first case is reviewed by Mills, 
C.J., who, in the matter of Shillito vs. Gruit- 
eras, held that a man may suffer the same in- 
juries if assaulted in the street as if assaulted 
ina house. Two judges concurred and three 
Gissented. By one of those laches which 
secm almost inevitable the clerk mislaid the 
opinion of the dissenting judges, and the as- 
sauited man was senttojail, where he died 
some time afterward. That, however, is not 
material. Parsons on Contracts’ states 
clearly that where a man enters 
into an arrangement whereby these isa rea- 
sonable likelihcod that he will be knocked 
down, he can only recover damages in the 
cventof bis being killed. Your honor will 
rememberthat Parsons lays down this rule as 
peremptory; but, as Chalmerstruly observes: 
‘How can the dead man sue?’ Bis peceare in 
hellinon licet. I willnot waste the time of 
the court to inquire Whether my client did 
really rob and maltreat this Italian. I admit 
that he did. We concede premeditation, the 
assault andthe larceny. But what has that 
to do with it? Has not Hope, in Downing vs. 
Jurande, 19-45, decided that where 
Warranty is not specified it is not to be pre- 
sumed? Does anyvbodv come into 
this court to guarantee these peanuts? 
No. Mr. Tambourini swears the peanuts 
were his. Letus concede it. What did he 
have them for? Presupposing no illicit in- 
tentions on his part, and waiving how he got 
them, I will say simply: He had them to dis- 
pose of. Towhom? Thatis no business of 
this Court. Ryan comes along: Hetakes 
them. They are disposed of. And then this 
sallow-faced, coal-eyed, lantern-jawed, hun- 
erv-mouthed Peninsulan comes here and asks 
this august Court to resolve itself into an in- 
vestigating committee to ascertain whether 
the consideration was adequate? Andinthe 
same breath that he says he received nothing 
for the peanuts he swears that he got two black 
eyes! 

“If your Honor please,’ said the Italian’s 
counsel, “the black eyes referred to were 
given to Tambourini by the gentleman’s 
client.”

The Judge rapped heavily for order, and 
when silence was restored thus spoke:

*“*The case, your Honor, turns upon whether 
the laundry is incorporated. In Magoon ys. 
Apgar, Burke, 7 to 8, Radcliff’s Reports, it 
was held that the articles of incorporation are 
necessary to the suit.

The 
Peruvian heliotrope is chietly admired for its 
unsurpassed fragrance. Aithough not a 
showy plant, itis delicate and sweet as the 
sentiment it interprets—devoted attachment. 
The Licssgm is very smiaH,.of a faint purple 
eolor, sonfetimnes nearly white, and it sheds 
un a:mond-like perfumé. It was first dis- 
covered lw Jussteu, tae celebrated botanist, 
inthe Cordilleras. In gathering plants one 
dav he became overpowered by an intense 
periume. when he found some light green 
-brubs, the tips of whose sprays were decked 
with purpie bioom. The canary heliotrope is 
callea Macame de Maintenon. Itis aiwaysa 
source of regret that this floweris so fragile 
and fades so quickiy. It wiil remain perfectly 
ircsh for some time, however, (as will most 
cut flowers,if a softandlight cloth,well soaked 
in Water, be placed over them. 


Victoria’s Present Abode. 

The Queen of England is staying at Osborne 
at present. The castie is a modern structure, 
revallvfurnished throughout, and commands 
a superb view of the surrounding country. it 
is situated on the Isle of Wight, a short dis- 
tance from East Cowes.

Not Borrowed From the 
Turners.

This seminary 1s controlled and 
supported by the {North American Union of 
Gymnastic Societies.

While Americans learn from the turners 
nearly all their gymnastic ideas, there is one 
which they would do well to adopt—that is 
sparring. Sparring is the art of attack and 
defense, the practice of which trains the arms 
and whole body for manly _ self- 

rotection. It improves many faculties- 
mparts confidence and self-command and 
adds.to the general appearance and graceful 
carriage. It°is a manly, invigorating and 
healthful exercise, the acquirement of which 
is a subjectof desire and pride. It may be 
yracticed not only for protection and defense, 
yut as a branch of gymnastics for bringing all 
the limbs under perfect command, rendering 
every part of the body flexible 
and firm, and capable of preserving the 
balance in all positions. It teaches one to 
keep cool and preserve preseace of mind at 
the time it is most needed. It is an amusing 
exercise for those engaged, and for those 
looking on it is most _ entertaining.
